The f,rst meeting of the Students' Society of McGill University for the 1955-56 session will 
be held at 1 pm, on Wednesday, November 23 in the Ballroom of the Union 

■ The proposed Union House Committee Constitution will be one of the. main items on the 
agendo Amendments to the aforesaid document can only be made by a two- thirds maiority vote of 
the students present at à regular meeting of Jhe Students' Society. A quorum of 300 students com- 
poses a regular meeting. 

( The proposed constitution however, is more than an amendment of the present one It is a 
complete revision. 

At the moment the constitution provides for a House Committee of six members- à President 
a Women s Vice-President, a Men's Vice-President, a Social Events Director, an Equipment Poo! 
Director, ana a New Union Committee Chairman. 
At the present time, the Presi-

dent is also the Social Events Di- 
rector. The New Union Committee 
Chairman although an active cxe 
cutive, is only sitting in on meet- 
ings to get the practical and ne- 
cessary information for the plan- 
ning of the new Union. 

Pyramid Shape 
The proposed constitution allows 
for a House Committee with no 
Jirnit in number of members. It 
takes the general pyramid shape 
prevalent in many campus organi- 
zations, and which exists at most 
Unions elsewhere. 

At the bottom of the pyramid 
would be the members of eight 
proposed Union Sub-Committees, 
such as: P.A., Cafeteria, Program, 
Poster, Publicity, Social, etc.

East-West Tension 
Dr. Kirkconnell said that the 
current East-West tension Is a 
creation of Soviet policy, and that 
to fight it, the West would do 
well not to capitulate to it and 
to adopt a tougher policy towards 
the Coiumunist world. 

Russia's formal policy state- 
ments, he said, are apt to be mis- 
leading. He recalled the recent 
incident where Kruschev, at 
cocktail party, remarked that So- 
viet policy would not get softer. 
These random comments, Dr. 
Kirkconnell said, give proper in- 
sight into what is actually hap- 
pening. Ignorance 

The Russian people, according 
to Dr. Kirkconnell, know next to 
nothing about Canada. Those 
Russians who came into contact 
with visitors are coached for any 
meetings. In one year, only four- 
teen articles, a total of 323 print- 
ed lines, about Canada appeared 
in Pravda, and these articles dealt 
almost entirely with Communist 
propaganda. 

Dr. Kirkconnell said that we 
should beware of the "catnip , of 
appeasement" by which "we shall 
perish and we shall deserve to 
perish". 



There is no limit to the number 
of members on each of these, nor 
is there a limit to tKe number of 
Sub-Committees. 

Board of Managers 
Each of these committees would 
have a Chairman (or Co-Chairmen, 
as the case may be) and these to- 
gether with the Executive: 

President, Women's V. P., and 
Men's V. P., will form the Board 
of (Managers. 

This would mean that the House 
Committee will consist of two 
parts. 

1. A Board of Managers consist- 
ing of 

a. the Executive 

b. the Chairmen of Sub-Com- 
mittees 

2. The Sub-Committees them- 
selves. 

Five Ex-Officio Members 
In addition to the pyramid 
structure, provision has been made 
for five ex-officio members of the

Structural Problem 
"Perhaps the first thing th 
comes to mind about the electic 
of the Union President," explained 
Les Jonas, President of the Union, 
"is that he is elected only by the 
male members of the Student* 1 
Society. Proposing that women 
vote _ for tho person running for 
this position, touches the fringes 
of a much bigger structural pro- 
blem: — that of the Women's 
Union and its relationship to tho 
Students' Society, and hence will 
not be dealt with at this time." - 
The present constitution does not 
Put any experience requisite on tho 
nominees for the three elected po- 
sitions in the Union. If properly 
nominated and of the right eex 
for the particular position, 'any- 
one' can run for President (male), 
Women's and Men's V. P. of 4ho 
Union. 

Experience Requisites 
According to the proposed Con- 
stitution one must have been an 
active sub-committee member to: 
*. Be considered for appointment 
( . to chairman of a Sub-Commit- 
tee (and hence sit on the Board 
of Managers); 
2. Be eligible to run for Men's or 
' Women's Vice-President. Fur- 
thermore to be eligible for the 
position of President, one must 
first have served on the Board 
of Managers. 

Not This March 
The Constitution' makes allow- 
ances for tho fact that these ex- 
perience requisites can not be en- 
forced in the coming March elec- 
tions. This is because there are no 
sub-committees now jn existance; 
the present House Committee does 
not resemble closely enough the 
proposed Board of Managers; and 
because the first Board of Man- 
agers will of necessity be chosen 
arbitrarily by the Executive, 
ther than by a retiring Board, 
1 The proposed two year expe- 
rience requisite to be placed on 
the President (i.e; that he first 
serve on the Board of Managers 
in some capacity) will not be en- 
forced until the time of a now

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Editorial 

FOR DIGNIFIED EMBRACE 

The list of the Rights of Man has many varied and diverse com- 
ponents. Over the centuries it has been added to, deleted from, 
and generally mauled. In addition to such basic rights as freedom 
of speech, worship, intellect etc., we humbly submit another; the 
Right to the Dignified Embrace with members of the opposite sex. 
Apparently the Westmount Police do not agree. 

Westmount Mountain is a massive hump of stately concrete 
with only the very top left comparatively bare and unravished. For 
years the. younger populace of Montreal, and McGill students in 
particular, have retreated here with their dates in the hope of a 
little privacy, a moment of quiet contemplation. There is nothing 
immoral or distasteful about this. Since time immemorial man has 
retreated to nature for the peace and the solitude for which his 
soul cried out. We see no reason why this cannot be done equally 
successfully in couples. The collective soul of the couple should be 
twice as cleansed. 

But alas, like birds of prey the Westmount Police have been 
swooping down upon innocent couples. As they sit parked amid a 
serene enjoyment of each other's company,- their solitude is rudely 
shattered by the police who have taken the low into their own hands 
(which at first glance seems reasonable). Embarassed and chastised 
they are sent on their way often with a police car as an escort. 

But why? As any man or woman can tell you, men and women 
are very different. To study and evaluate the opposite sex is a matter 
of essential education, used in the broad sense of the term, of any 
young person. It is a' subject for' devout. study and Dignified Embra- 
cing, conducted under the most rigid rules of- procedure, is a very 
necessary part of the curiculum. As far as its value for practical 
study is concerned, Dignified Embracing might be regarded as rough- 
ly analogous fb the geologist's field trips — an integral part of the 
course. 

Who then are the city fathers protecting in so directing their 
police forcé? Are they attempting to protect ourselves from our- 
selves or themselves from ourselves or what? This is a most serious 
question. The time has come when we must ask them to reconsider 
their position and allow a proper academic freedom on the Mount- 
ain. And we must act now before this trend to deprive us of one of 
our most precious rights, the Right to the Dignified Embrace, be- 
comes a national or even international campaign. We must pre- 
serve our freedom. If we cannot we can only paraphrase the inspi- 
ing words of Churchill: Never would so much have been taken 
from so many by so few. 1 '

Union. The proposed Constitution 
allows for an alternative lesser re- 
quisite until that time; this re 
quisite being that he need only 
have actively served on a Bub- 
committee for ono year, but that 
ho be in at least his third year, 
One Year Experience 
The reason for requiring only 
ono year of experience of n no- 
minee for President until the new 
Union becomes a reality is that it 
is possible that there will not be 2 
contestants with two years of ex- 
perience to run for President. This 
is for two reasons: 

The pyramid structure, of the 
House Committee only being 
proposed at this time necessi- 
tates at least a two year lapse 
in the enforcement of the two 
year experience requisite for 
President 

The new Union will provide for 
several additions to the Board 
of Managers, there being more 
work to delegate in- tho larger 
building, with its additional fa- 
cilities. 

The reason for this proposed 
Constitution being presented at 
this time is that such an executi- 
ve pyramid structure nècessnrily 
will take a few years until it is 
operating properly. 

Union Vice-President 
Tho Union Vice-President no 
longer lives in the building;' so 
that the President is faced with 
less assistance for a job which 
is becoming more and more com- 
plex. 

Impossible Task 
In the event of a new Union, 
if some under-structure allowing 
for efficient delegation by the 
President is not already in ope- 
ration, the President will be faced 
with a near impossible task. 

The proposed House Committee 
is of pyramid structure and in- 
cludes certain requisites for two 
reasons: 

1. l£ will provide for an experi- 
enced President, as well as a
